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3. (amended) The composition according to claim 1 , 
wherein the fusogenic capability derives from Sendai virus. 

4. (amended) The composition according to claim 1, 
wherein the physiologically active substance is selected from 
the group consisting of low-molecular weight drugs, proteins 
and genes . 


6. (amended) A method of introducing a 
physiologically active substance into an animal by contacting 
a viable cell with the composition according to claim 1.
